DEAD LETTERS. 


W h a t G oon to t h e B e a d L e t t e r O ffice 
l a d e r t h e N e w K a le . 
Boston Transcript. 
Under orders from the pc6toffice depart­ 
ment at Washington, all postmasters are 
forbidden to forward letters not addressed 
to the exact designation of the postoffice 
and State for which they are intended. 
The consequence is that more than five 
hundred letters received at the Boston 
office daily are sent to Washington as mis­ 
directed that under the oid state ot tbiogs, 
where the directions were perfectly under­ 
stood, would have been forwarded to their 
destinations. The weekly average of dead 
letters then was but about twenty-five— 
now thirty-five hundred. 
The amount of trouble that the new or­ 
der has and will cause—it has been in 
operation now a week—cannot yet be 
estimated. No matter bow urgent or im 
portant the contents may be, or how valu­ 
able, for they are not opened of course, all 
are served a'lke and it is of no conse­ 
quence how particular otherwise the di 
reckons may be to make their delivery 
sure, the edict is imperative that they are 
dead letters, unless the precise name of 
the < ffice and State are written upon then 
lace. 
For instance, a letter directed to “Box 
2012, Boston.” cannot be delivered lf it has 
not the name of the State, “Massachusetts.” 
upon it. "Boston Highlands” will not do 
it must be “Roxbury, Maesschustts.” “ O ld 
Canthildge, Massachusetts,” is not proper 
it must be “Cambridge, Massachusetts.’ 
“Keadville, Massachusets.” is contraband 
it should be '^Leadville Station, Maseachu 
setts.” “City” will not for do for local 
letters, “Boston Massachusetts,” must be 
the address in all cases, even when mailed 
at the main office Pself. “New York city” 
is placed under the prohibited letters, the 
proper address being, according to the 
order, “New York,” simply, and the State 
must be designated. 
The instance 
of such 
misdirections, 
through custom or habit, might be enu­ 
merate ai nauseam, and forbearance in this 
case should be considered a virtue. Suffice 
it to say, parties directing their correspon­ 
dence, if they desire to hare their misgive* 
forwarded, especially if they are unac­ 
quainted with the localities written t >, 
should make haste and inform themselves 
accurately as to the exact name of the 
postoffice, without reference to the name of 
the town or city in which it is situated, or 
to which it is attached as a branch 
The Boston office, with its numerous 
branch stations, gutters to a large extent in 
the inconvenience caused by this extraor­ 
dinary order, and when the contusion caus­ 
ed in the large offices ol New York, Phil­ 
adelphia, Chicago and other points of gen- j 
eral distribution is taken into considera 
tion, what must be the state of affairs in 
the dead letter office itself, with its thou­ 
sands of “misdirected” envelopes 
so d 
wrappers pouring rn upon its martyrs of 
clerks by every mal! ? The situation is in­ 
conceivable. 
It is hardly possible that the head of the 
department could have contemplated the 
extent of trouble be has caused to the pub 
lie, or the amount of work be has laid out 
for his subordinates, everywhere, by this 
promulgation. In the local offices, where 
almost every sort of imperfect direction 
was at once deciphered and rectified, all 
was going wed—It certainly was here in 
Best n ; and why not let “well enough 
alone *” The department clerks, it is cer­ 
tain, cannot do as well in getting these fu­ 
gitive letters to their intended readers. It 
is hoped that tho order will be immedi­ 
ately rescinded whe*o the real condition of 
things become apparent in Washington.
